The Committee on Energy and Commerce will meet in a hybrid open markup session on 

Wednesday, June 23, 2021, at 10:30 a.m. (EDT), and subsequent days as necessary, to consider the 

following legislation: 

 

• H.R. 3291, the “Assistance, Quality, and Affordability Act of 2021” (Rep. Tonko (D-NY) 

on 05/18/2021) 

• H.R. 3293, the “Low-Income Water Customer Assistance Programs Act of 2021” (Reps. 

Blunt Rochester (D-DE), Katko (R-NY), Dingell (D-MI), and Tlaib (D-MI) on 05/18/2021)  

• H.R. 2467, the “PFAS Action Act of 2021” (Reps. Dingell and Upton (R-MI) on 

04/13/2021)

Building, as well as remotely using Cisco WebEx online video conferencing.  Members will receive 

WebEx participant access information by email before the markup.
